Applications are now 
open for Council funding 
of up to £50,000 for 
individual organisations 
in 2012/13. Smaller 
grants of up to £7,000, 
and holiday project grants 
to a maximum of £10,000 
are also available. 

Those interested in 
applying can attend 
an information event 
at Hackney Town 


Hall on 30 June from 
10am-12noon. 

Council staff will be 
on hand to give more 
details about eligibility, 
and to explain how 
other voluntary and 
community sector 
organisations have 
benefited from funding. 

The grants are 
offered across six 
themes: promoting 
work opportunities; 
raising educational 
achievement and 
aspirations; promoting 
health, well-being and 
independent living; 


helping to make Hackney 
safer; developing good 
neighbourhoods; and 
supporting environmental 
sustainability. 

The Hackney 
Council Voluntary and 
Community Sector Grants 
Programme for 2011/12 
gave 69 organisations 
a share of £2.4million 
to deliver a range of 
projects such as holiday 
play schemes, health 
and employment advice, 
employment, and safety 
schemes. 

Examples include 
woodland nature reserve 


and cemetery, Abney 
Park, which received 
£40,000. Apollo Music 
Projects also secured 
£20,000 to expand its 
orchestral education 
service. While the 
Hospital & Prison Action 
Network received £6,000 
for a prostate cancer 
awareness project. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “Hackney’s 
voluntary and community 
sector plays an extremely 
important role in helping 
to support some of our 


most vulnerable residents. 

“I’m really pleased to be 
able to announce that the 
Council will continue to 
offer grants for this vital 
work next year.”

Benefit cheat sentenced 

A HACKNEY resident who fraudulently claimed almost 
£53,000 in housing benefit and job seeker's allowance after 
dishonestly failing to declare a change in her circumstances 
has been given a suspended sentence. 

Rasha Taha, 32, of Mabley Street, E9, pleaded guilty at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on 1 0 May to failing to declare 
that she owned a property, following a prosecution brought 
by Hackney Council and the Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP). She was sentenced on 1 0 June to 36 
weeks custody for not declaring the change to the Council, 
and six weeks custody for not declaring it to the DWP - 
suspended for two years. She was ordered to complete 1 50 
hours unpaid work in the community, and has to attend an 
education, training and employment course for 30 days. She 
was also ordered to pay costs. 

Cllr Samantha Lloyd, Cabinet Member for Finance, said: 

“The Council will not tolerate benefits cheats, and will not 
hesitate to pursue them through the courts.” 


Picnic like it’s 201 2 


MORE than 1 00 residents and schoolchildren have enjoyed 
the first public walk and picnic in completed areas of the 
London 2012 Olympic Park. 

Residents from Hackney Wick and Leabank Square, as 
well as pupils from Mossbourne Academy, Clapton Girls, 
and Brook and Daubeney primaries, joined a group getting 
a sneak preview of what will be the largest new urban 
park in the UK for over a century when it reopens after the 
Games as the Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

Created on former industrial land, the 250 acres are set to 
provide a colourful, festival atmosphere during the Games. 
Over 2,000 trees have been planted, and a wetland bowl 
boasts 1 5,000 square metres of riverside lawns, timber 
seating, frog ponds, wetlands, woodlands and footpaths.

Nominate a bearer for Hackney torch 


HACKNEY will make its mark on 
the entire 70-day, 8,000 mile 
Olympic torch relay - thanks 
to Shoreditch-based torch 
designers Edward Barber 
and Jay Osgerby. 

Circles representing each 
of the 8,000 bearers and 
their stories of personal 
achievement perforate the 
golden torch, which was 
unveiled on 8 June. 

Edward and Jay, based in 
Charlotte Road, EC2, said: 
“Ever since we were young 
we have loved the Olympic 
Games. As designers, this is 
quite simply the best project 
going - to design an icon for 
the Games. We wanted to 


make the most of pioneering 
production technologies and 
to demonstrate the industrial 
excellence available in the UK.” 
The torch will be lit in Olympia, 
Greece, and the relay starts 
at Land’s End, Cornwall, on 
1 9 May 201 2. It will traverse 
the UK - and pass through 
Hackney - before it arrives at 
the Olympic Stadium on 27 July 
for the lighting of the cauldron 
at the opening ceremony. 
Around 30 bearers will carry 
the torch through the borough. 
Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “We’re very pleased the 
flame will be visiting Hackney 
and are working closely 
with the London Organising 


Committee of the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games on the route 
it will take to ensure that as 
many local people can take part 
as possible.” 

There’s still time for individuals 
and groups to nominate people. 
Bearers need to be over 1 2, live 
in the UK - but not necessarily 
be British citizens - and have 
a story that will inspire millions 
of people around the world. 
Nominations close on 29 June.

Awarded by the Heritage Lottery Fund, the money will be 
used to retain Hoxton Hall as a theatre and event space.

Built in 1 863 as a music hall, the theatre now runs youth arts 
and theatre projects, as well as offering theatre, comedy and 
music shows for all residents. 

Hoxton Hall Group Director, Hayley White, said: “The funding 
comes at a very important time in Hoxton Hall’s development 
and is the result of a lot of hard work by a dedicated team of 
staff and volunteers. We are grateful to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund for supporting Hoxton Hall’s commitment to exploring, 
preserving and sharing its heritage and stories.”

T HE heavy rain 
ensured that it 
wasn’t the busiest of 
afternoons, but stall 
holders had something to 
smile about as Chatsworth 
Road Market went weekly 
from 12 June. 

Following a series of 
successful trials, it will now 
be open every Sunday, from 
11am to 4pm. The Lower 
Clapton market already 
has 30 stalls selling cooked 
food, vintage clothing and 
kitchenware, baby clothes 
and unique jewellery. 

Shoppers can also find 
in-season fruit and 
vegetables. 

Chatsworth 
Road Traders 
and Residents 
Association 
(CRTRA) have 
been working with 
the Council to bring 
the market back to its 
former glory. 

A brief history of the market 

Chatsworth Road Market, officially named in 1867, grew from 
informal origins to become well established by 1 893. 

It was after the council estate boom of the early 20th century that 
the market fully developed however, providing cheap food and 
household items for tenants. One stallholder at the time was 
young Jack Cohen, who ‘piled it high and sold it cheap’. By 
his 30th birthday, he had founded the Tesco chain. 

By the 1 930s, there were some 200 stalls trading up to 
five days a week, and in 1 975 there were 1 69 pitches, of 
which 44 licences were for the whole week, and 71 for 
Saturdays only. But the market gradually dwindled in 
later years and eventually closed in 1 990. 


Association Chair, Diane 
Cunningham, said: “After 
years of campaigning by 
residents and traders, we are 
delighted that Chatsworth 
Road will be Hackney’s 
newest weekly market. 

“The market will continue 
to grow over the coming 
months with more stalls 
added to ensure local people 
and visitors make a visit to 
Chatsworth Road a regular 
part of their weekend.” 


Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, added: 
“The Council is committed 
to improving all of 
Hackney’s markets, and 
they need our support 
in order for them to 
continue to thrive.”

YPICAL. You 
wait years for a 
good sports movie, 
and then two come 
along at once. 

While cricket 
documentary Tire In 
Babylon’ has captured 
the imagination of UK 
audiences, Hackney-born 
director Asif Kapadia’ s new 
film - charting the life of 
Brazilian Formula 1 driver 
Ayrton Senna - has won a 
prestigious Sundance Film 
Festival award. And its 
snowballing success and 
international acclaim has 
seen screenings expanded to 
250 cinemas across the UK. 

The director also took 
a Q&A session when he 
returned to one of his 
favourite cinemas, the Rio 
in Dalston for its local 
premier on 5 June. 

Great sports movies are 
in the few: 1980 produced 
boxing classic ‘Raging Bull’, 
followed a year later by the 
brilliant and unintentionally 
hilarious football-themed 
‘Escape To Victory’; in 
1996 boxing documentary 


‘When We Were Kings’ 
illuminated the shadowy 
story behind the Ali-Frazer 
epic fight ‘Rumble In The 
Jungle’. Asif’s ‘Senna’ 
follows in that vein and 
goes beyond his tragic 
130mph fatal crash at the 
San Marino Grand Prix in 


1994. Using only archive 
footage and voiceovers, the 
film follows the whole of 
Ayrton’s multi-faceted life; 
as an outsider, passionate, 
spiritual, competitive and 
often the thorn to highly 
political racing authorities. 

Asif says: “We follow 
his story and see why he 


does what he does; often 
it’s in answer to things that 
happened to him that have 
nothing to do with the 
sport. The more research I 
did and footage I saw, the 
more I liked him.” 

The director is known for 
beautifully shot films like 
‘The Warrior’, but this is 
his first documentary. He 
remembers watching 
the San Marino race 
^ live from his home 
■ \ at the time in 
Egg Stoke Newington. 

He says: “I’m 
' \ a big sports fan 
H and I knew the 
M story. I think I was 
[WMF chosen to direct 
this film because 


maybe some of the other 
directors wanted it to be an 
investigative documentary 
about FI. That wasn’t my 
thing. I wanted to make a 
cinematic feature.” 

After some legal 
wrangling, Asif was given 
full access to the FI archive 
and, separately, won the 
backing of the Senna family. 

“It was a difficult film to 
make, but they all are. They 
take a long time, and there 
are a lot of creative battles 
that keep going through 
your head. But at the end 
of it, I’m proud of the film 
and the response has been 
amazing,” he adds. 

Was it any different being 
more an editor of archived 


videos than being behind 
the camera? “Directing is 
directing. I don’t operate 
a camera any more. Other 
people do the work and 
your job is to oversee and 
know when to say no. Low 
budget films are where you 
do everything. But a feature 
is a feature,” he says. 

Born in the old Hackney 
Hospital in 1972, Asif went 
to school at Tyssen primary 
and Homerton House, 
and his family still live in 
Clapton. Getting a still 
camera from his brother 
as a teenager piqued his 
already growing interest in 
visual arts, but he was not 
initially interested in film. 

He says: “Photography 
got me into graphic design, 
then I started helping out 
on short films - which led 
to working on more short 
films - until I realised I 
really enjoyed it. So I spent 
summer holidays working 
on movies for other people. 
I made my own shorts, 
and the shorts I directed 
started to become more 
successful.” 


His first distributed short 
film, ‘The Sheep Thief’ 
got a runner-up prize at 
Cannes Film Festival, then 
feature ‘The Warrior’ won 
a BAFTA. Now living in 
Finsbury Park, Asif’s ties 
with the borough are still 
strong. He praises the 
Rio as ‘a fantastic cinema 
in traditional art house 
style’, adding that his close 
relationship with Manager 
Charles Rubenstein has 
seen many of his films 
show there. 

The key to the success 
of ‘Senna’ could be that it 
transcends sport to reach 
genuine drama. 

Asif explains: “For 
example, the scene with 
those drivers meeting 
(Senna and arch rival Alain 
Proust), it felt like having 
Ken Loach dialogue in the 
middle of an action film, 
where people are having an 
argument in a room about 
something complex and 
you just follow them. It is 
just real and that was the 
bottom line - that whatever 
happens, it is real.”

L OCAL NHS services 
have launched 
a campaign to alert 
residents to the 
warning signs of breast and 
lung cancer. 

The ‘small c’ campaign 
hopes to help people 
recognise cancer indicators 
early, when treatment has 
the best chance of success. It 
also aims to demystify some 
common misconceptions 
about the illness. 

Only eight per cent of 
local people recognised lung 
cancer symptoms like a 
prolonged cough, compared 
to 1 8 per cent nationally, 
according to NHS research. 
The study also indicated 
that residents are more 


likely to be diagnosed with 
the disease after it has 
reached an advanced 
stage and is more difficult 
to treat. 

Resident George Fitt, 70, 
was diagnosed with lung 
cancer in 2008 after his 
partner persuaded him to 
go to his GP because of a 
cough. He said: “I thought I 
just had a chest infection.” 

George had surgery at 
Barts hospital in 2009, 
followed by a course of 
chemotherapy. He said: 
“The doctors said it was 
lucky the cancer was spotted 
early. It hadn’t spread. I’m 
enjoying my retirement 
now, but if I hadn’t booked 
that GP appointment, I 


would not have had such a 
positive outcome.” 

Dr Emma West, a 
Hackney GP, added: 
“Tragically too many 
people in Hackney don’t 
know the warning signs of 
cancer and the importance 
of checking symptoms with 
their GP straight away. Our 
message to local people is 
that we want to see you if 
you have any of the warning 
signs of lung and breast 


cancer. It’s likely to be 
something less serious, but 
even if it is cancer, many 
patients survive these days, 
providing it’s detected at 
an early stage when it is 
more likely to be treated 
successfully.”

MRI scanner 
moves in 


A NEW £1 .5million state- 
of-the-art MRI scanner 
has arrived at Homerton 
hospital by crane. 

The scanner, a GE Sigma 
450 1 .5T, was lifted over 
the site before being 
placed in the hospital’s 
imaging unit. 

The MRI machine is 
the centrepiece of an 
expanded service that 
will offer an enhanced 
diagnosis and treatment 
service for children. 

US corporation GE 
Healthcare donated the 
scanner as part of its 201 2 
Olympic and Paralympic Games legacy project. 


X-ray pioneers 

A HEALTHCARE start-up firm in Hoxton has been snapped 
up by a US firm in a rumoured multimillion-pound deal. 
Dexela Ltd was purchased by health sector technology 
giant PerkinElmer for an undisclosed sum, but the 
estimate is as much as £25million. 

Founded in 2005, Dexela 
specialises in low dose 
X-ray imaging for the early 
detection of breast cancer 
and other diseases. Brian 
Giambattista, PerkinElmer 
president, called Dexela ‘a 
pioneer’ in the development 
of X-ray detection solutions 
that had ‘achieved award- 
winning recognition’. 


Helping out at Homerton

Coinciding with 
National Volunteers’ 
Week from 1 to 7 June, 
Homerton hospital 
staff highlighted the 
volunteers’ spirit and 
their contributions 
towards making people’s 
experience of hospital as 
comforting as possible.

m FTER the 

II Council’s Archives 
U Service was 
M Mformed in 1965, its 
collections were gradually 
created by amalgamating 
those of the three former 
Metropolitan boroughs of 
Hackney, Shoreditch, and 
Stoke Newington. 

The local history 
collection from Hackney 
had grown up around what 
was known as the Tyssen 
Library, which had its 
origins in the collections 
of the Tyssen family who 
had been lords of the 
three manors of Hackney, 
Kingshold, and Lordshold. 

The most important 
contributor to the 
collection was John Robert 
Daniel-Tyssen (1805- 
1882), the third son of 
William George Daniel 
who changed his surname 
to Daniel-Tyssen in March 
1814 when his wife Amelia 
Tyssen inherited her 
family’s Hackney estates. 

John was at school in 
Shacklewell at the time, 
and long afterwards 
remembered that the whole 
school was given a day’s 
holiday in celebration of 
his change of name. 

He later went on to 
study law and become a 
solicitor, so it was natural 
that in 1828 he was 
appointed steward of the 
Tyssen family’s Hackney 
manors, with his elder 


brother William eventually 
inheriting the title of Lord 
of the Manor. John lived 
in Hackney where he 
served on numerous local 
committees and charities, 
and enjoyed nothing 
more than investigating 
the local history and 
antiquities of the parish. 

This interest in local 
history led him to build up 
an extensive collection of 
books, manuscripts, and 
documents which were 
kept in the Manor Rooms 
in his home in Mare Street. 

This became the base 
for the Hackney Literary 
and Scientific Institution, 
where the collections were 
available for consultation 
by anyone who wished to 
see them, on payment of 
an annual fee. Items could 
even be borrowed if an 
application to do so was 
approved. 

In 1858, John retired 
from his stewardship 
and moved to Brighton, 
though he continued to 
study history as an active 
member of the Sussex 
Archaeology Society, 


and was also elected as 
a fellow of the Society 
of Antiquaries. He was 
interested in his own 
family’s history, tracing 
them back to their origins 
in Holland. 

John Daniel-Tyssen 
twice visited his family’s 
ancestral home in order to 
carry out research, but on 
his third trip in 1881, his 
health failed and he died 
six months after his return 
to Brighton. 

Some of the Tyssen 
collection had already been 
sold or donated elsewhere, 
but after John’s death his 
sons gave the remainder to 
the vestry of the parish of 
Hackney (the form of local 
government at that time). 

It was made available to all 
in the Town Hall with its 
own Tyssen Librarian. 

The collection was 
moved in 1908 to a new 
Central Library in Mare 
Street. It remained there as 
part of Hackney Archives 
from 1965 until the service 
moved to the Rose Lipman 
Library in De Beauvoir 
Road in 1975. 


MORE INFO 

B Hackney Archives looks after Council administrative 
records and archives dating back to 1 700.

The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years.

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see.

Ingredients 

For the dough: 

•750g bread flour 

• 14g fresh yeast 
•Bigglug olive oil 

• lOg each of salt and sugar 
•450ml tepid water 

For the tomato sauce: 
•400g tin chopped tomatoes 
•2 cloves garlic, sliced 

• 1 red onion, finely diced 

• lOg tomato puree 

• 1 little handful dried oregano 
•Salt and pepper 

To finish the pizzas: 

•Fresh basil 

• Buffalo mozzarella 

• Olive oil 


Preparation time 

1 hour 

Cooking time 

10-15mins 


Method 

To make dough: 

• Mix yeast and water. Put flour, salt and sugar 
in a big bowl and make a well in the middle 

• Bit by bit add water to the well and mix with 
flour until combined. Turn onto a floured surface 
and knead until springy. Put in a bowl 
somewhere warm and leave until doubled in size 

To make tomato sauce: 

• Sweat onion and garlic till soft. Add tomato puree 
and cook for 3 minutes. Add oregano and chopped 
tomatoes. Reduce by a third and season 

To cook: 

• Divide dough into 10-12 pieces and roll out on 
a floured surface to about 8mm thick. Fry disks 
on both sides till golden brown and puffed up 

• Spread sauce over each pizza, tear mozzarella and 
basil on top and drizzle with oil. Grill so cheese 
melts and serve with salad and garlic bread
